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THE CHARM OF QUEENSLAND. 

When we hear or speak the word " Queensland," what are the thoughts and images conjured 
up in our minds? Those among us who have ever experienced, however slightly, the charm of this 
Northern State will immediately form vivid pictures of an " opal-hearted country " where for nine months 
of the year the climate can almost be called perfect. We will be fired by the romantic appeal of the 
tropics and subtropics — the surging sugar-cane lands, riotous splendour of jungles and tall-standing 
forests of priceless cabinetwoods, the grandeur of the Barron Gorge and tumultuous Falls, the scenic 
wonders of the Great Plateau, the enchanted Isles of the Sun, and all the fascinating, bizarre, colourful 
regions of the Great Barrier Reef ; by the contemplation of glorious winterless days and flooding sunshine ; 
the wealth of colour on sea and land — flamboyant, exotic in its loveliness; and scenery by shore and 
summit which is distinctive, so absolutely different from the scenic attractions of other parts of the 
Commonwealth. 

Such, then, are among the principal features of this glorious Queen State which annually attract 
thousands of visitors from other States, who thankfully avail themselves of the opportunities for escaping 
from the rigours of a Southern Winter. 

The annual pilgrimage to this Land of Continuous Sunshine — " the Long Trail, the trail that 
is always new " — is nowadays accomplished under conditions of comfort — indeed, even luxury — which 
were undreamed of a few years ago. From the Port of Brisbane a feet of modern tourist liners voyage 
to and from Cairns on placid cobalt-blue seas, threading the myriad coral-girt Dream Isles which bejewel 
the gigantic lagoon between the Outer Barrier and the mainland — constituting what is undoubtedly 
Australia's finest coastal cruise. And for more than a thousand miles over the State's fertile littoral 
the Sunshine Route connects the Wonderland of the North and the State capital with shining bands of 
steel — a sun-shot road of adventure and romance which traverses scenes of historic interest and vistas 
of surpassing grandeur. Modern tourist trains, recently constructed for service on the Sunshine Route, 
transport the visitor from the Temperate to the Tropic Zone with maximum speed, comfort, and 
convenience. And it. may be added that the most advantageous and increasingly popular method of 
touring the Magic Northlands is to voyage by liner to Cairns and journey back in easy stages by rail 
to Brisbane, or vice versa. 

Discerning Southerners are now not only content to visit Queensland during some portion of the 
tourist season, but finding Brisbane and environs an ideal region to " winter," they sojourn here for an 
extended period — in numerous instances indeed, making Brisbane their permanent residence. And there 
are several excellent reasons to support such a move. Firstly, Brisbane possesses the most equable climate 
in the Commonwealth throughout the year : there are no extremes of heat or cold which play havoc with 
constitutions and result in epidemics of minor ailmenis. Secondly, the winter months are particularly 
dry months, so that storms and rain and rough seas are almost totally absent. Thirdly, the Queen 
State is blessed with an infinitely greater number of bright sunshine hours than any other State — 
especially during winter. The warm caressing sunshine pours out of cerulean-blue skies in pulsating 
waves of filtered silver, drenching shore and summit in an almost continuous glow which seems to 
imprison a life-giving elixir wrought by the subtle alchemy of Nature — intoxicating with its youth- 
renewing properties. And fourthly, Brisbane is the natural point of embarkation to the manifold scenic 
attractions further afield. The North Coast, a fertile tropical fruitgrowing district, possesses superb 
mountain scenery and glorious surfing beaches within easy access to one another. ' South of the capital 
a series of incomparable marine playgrounds scallop the silver shores from Southport to Coolangatta, 
and are bordered by magnificent ranges and plateaux rising to 4,000 feet. Inland are Toowoomba, the 
" Garden City of the State," on the crest of the Main Range; Stanthorpe, centre of the famous " Granite 
Belt"; and the Bunya Mountains. While the Brisbane River and Moreton Bay , studded with groups 
of verdant isles, constitute an unlimited source of pleasure for the yachting and fishing enthusiast.

HAYMAN ISLAND. 



At the northern extremity of the beautiful Whitsunday Passage, where the mainland is just 
sufficiently at the " far horizon's end " to lend an illusion of isolation, is a little group of thickly-wooded 
islands, of which Hayman is the largest. Here, amid all the beauty and enchantment of this wondrous 
island- studded region, a tourist resort has been developed. In common with many of the other islands in 
the Whitsunday Group, Hayman possesses an infinite variety of rare scenic beauty. Towering pine- 
forested peaks, the riotous splendour of jungle-clad slopes, softly whispering casuarinas and pandanus 
palms along the silver beaches; while the jungles are a sanctuary for satin drongas, dainty sunbirds, 
currawongs, wood pigeons and a hundred other feathered choristers. Adjacent to the settlement is an 
expanse of more than a thousand acres of coral reefs, exposed at low tide, and rich in marine life. 
Among the coral gardens, grottoes and forests glide a myriad tiny coral fish — finny curves and arabesques 
of bizarre shape and colouring. Splendid fishing can be obtained in the waters adjacent to Hayman 
Island.

2. f Passengers will NOT befaccommodatedl on ships during their stay in Cairns. 

3. On arrival at Cairns tourists must make their own arrangements for transfer of luggage from ship to 
train for car. Luggage Porters are available for engagement, 

4. All car and taxi services in Cairns and on Atherton Tableland are provided only by White Cars (Cairns) 
Pty. Ltd. The cars bear this name and are white in colour. 

5. Tourists are advised to use old shoes and clothing (slacks or shorts are suitable) when taking jungle 
walks on the Tableland or visiting Green Island. 

6. Visitors to Green Island, and tourists on launch cruise of Russell and Mulgrave Rivers, must make 
their own lunch arrangement direct with hotel proprietors in Cairns. Light refreshments are available at Green 
Island at a cost of Is. 6d. per head. Tea is provided free of charge on rivei cruise.

on Mondays. Similarly a train leaves Cairns for Townsville at 7 a.m. on Tuesdays, connecting with a train leaving 
Townsville at 8.0 p.m., arriving Brisbane 6.30 a.m. on Thursdays. During the winter season (approximately from May 
to October) the train service is augmented. Particulars will be supplied on request. 

Plunge and shower baths with hot and cold water services are available to train travellers at moderate charges at 
Brisbane Central, Rockhampton, and Townsville stations. Application should be made at the Railway Refreshment 
Rooms. The observation car attached to the rear of the Brisbane-Cairns and Cairns-Brisbane mail trains may be used 
by first-class sleeping car passengers without extra charge. A dining car is attached to the trains between Rockhampton 
and Mackay. 

The attention of tourists is drawn to the fact that a short motor tour of Rockhampton is arranged for passengers 
while the northbound Brisbane-TownsviUe-Cairns Mail Trains wait there. The cost of the tour is two shillings. Bookings; 
should be made at the offices of the Queensland Government Tourist Bureau or with the train conductor before arrival 
at Gladstone.
